STEADILY GROWING WORSE.

Heroic Measures Must Be Resorted to 
if Famine-stricken Northern 
Japan is to Live. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

SEATTLE, March 1—The steamship 
Dakota brings advices from Nagasaki 
that the famine situation in the north- 
ern provinces of Japan is steadily 
growing graver. 

A second appeal has been issued by 
W. E. Lampe, chairman of the Foreign 
Committee of Relief, in which he says: 
“When we issued our first appeal to 
the foreign communities in Japan, in 
December, we estimated that 68,000 
persons out of a population of 27281,000 
were on the verge of starvation. Since 
then, members of our committee have 
personally visited twenty-six counties 
and as many towns in the provinces of 
Miyagia and Fukushima and have dis- 
tributed 9000 yen. 

“Our first figures estimating those af- 
fected by the famine are too weak to 
describe the actual suffering. Abie- 
bodied men, rogues 
fac the snow and icy winds to bring 
— from the ‘mountains, in the hope 
of earning enough through its sale to 
keep their starving families. Women 
are covering their babies with their 
own clothing to keep them warm. Such 
conditions as these can mean only 
death in the end. Families once proud 
and comfortable are now reduced to 
want.”

Most of the changes have been im 
Los Angeles, and within this munici- | 
pality only two wards, the Eighth and 
Ninth, have escaped change. in the 
county two new judicial townships 
have been carved out; and Long Beach, 
Santa Monica and Pasadena have each 
received new redistricting of precincts | 
on account of recently-added territory. | 

The general lines of a majority of | 
the precincts have been changed, sO 
that voters will find they must look 
sharp if they would be posted on the 
precinct in which they now reside. 

The city and county precinct maps, 
were in great demand yesterday. Poll- 
ticlans have already begun the fasci- 
nating study of new conditions, with 
the hope of discovering that the new) 
lines will be favorable to some partic- 
ular combination.

In all these changes it was necessary 
to keep each section of territory within 
its old Supervisoral and Assembly dis- 
trict—there was no opportunity of 
“gerrymandering,” had there been the 
inclination. These districts are out- 
lined by the State Legislature, and 
there can be no change in them until 
after the next Fede census in 1910, 

In the First Ward there are no new 
precincts established, but the territory 
is more evenly divided. The law pro- 
vides that the precincts be based as 
nearly as practicable on a calculation 
of 200 voters for precincts where there 
are no voting machines, and 600 voters 
for precincts where this great con- 
venience can be used. The great growth
